Response to Amendment 

The amendment filed on October 19, 2007, has been entered and acknowledged 
by the Examiner. 

Claims 1-10 are pending in the instant application. 

Affidavits 

The Examiner acknowledges the receipt of the certified translation of claim 
2 of International Application PCT/JP04/0 18850 of which the instant application is a 
national stage entry. 

Examiner's Amendment

In the claims: 

In claim 1, in line 5, in the phrase "on the front substrate, the display electrode" 
replace the word "electrode" with -electrodes-. 
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In claim 2, in the last line, between the phrases "insulated electrically" and "each 
other." Insert -from-. 

In claim 2, at line 1 on page 4, in the phrase "on the front substrate, the display 
electrode" replace the word "electrode" with -electrodes-. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-10 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding independent claim 1 , the references of the Prior Art of record fail to 
teach or suggest the combination of the limitations as set forth in claim 1, and 
specifically comprising the limitation wherein a plasma display panel has a front 
substrate, display electrodes provided on the front substrate, the display electrodes 
including a transparent electrode and a bus electrode on the transparent electrode 
opposite the front substrate, a light-shield formed on a non-discharge area between the 
display electrodes, and wherein the bus electrode includes at least one black layer with 
a product of a resistivity and a layer thickness not larger than 2 Dcm 2 and the light- 
shield is composed of a black layer with a resistivity of not smaller than 1 x 10 5 Qcm and 
the light-shield extends from the front substrate along a side of the transparent layer to 
the black layer. 

Regarding claims 3-6, claims 3-6 are allowable for the reasons given in claim 1 
because of their dependency status from claim 1. 
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Regarding independent claim 2, the references of the Prior Art of record fail to 
teach or suggest the combination of the limitations as set forth in claim 2, and 
specifically comprising the limitation wherein a plasma display panel has a front 
substrate, display electrodes on the front substrate, the display electrodes including a 
transparent electrode and a bus electrode, a light-shield formed on a non-discharge 
area between the display electrodes, wherein the bus electrode includes at least one 
black layer with a product of a resistivity and a layer thickness of not larger than 2 Qcm 2 
and the light-shield is composed of a black layer with a resistivity of not smaller than 1 x 
10 6 Qcm, and the black layer and the light-shield are composed of the same material 
and the black layer and light-shield are electrically insulated from each other. 

Regarding claims 7-10, claims 7-10 are allowable for the reasons given in claim 2 
because of their dependency status from claim 2.
